Free State Exports. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
first five months of the present year show 
a startling decline in exports. "For the 
twelve months which ended last March 
imports and exports amounted -to 
£65,500,000 and £48,250,000 respectively ; 
for the twelve months which ended in 
April they had fallen to £64,500,000 and 
£48,000,000, and by the end of May they 
had dropped to  £2£63,500,000 and 
£47,000,000. 'The figures for the first five 
months of the year reveal the fact that, 
in comparison with the . corresponding 
period of 1924, imports have declined from 
£27,800,000 to ‘£25,600,000, and exports 
from £17,800,000 to £15,400,000. The 
policy of deflation which has been pursued 
by the British Government, culminating 
in the restoration of the gold standard, 
undoubtedly has played a part in this 
downward movement; but, apart alto- 
gether from that aspect of the casé, the 
figures give cause for graye anxiety, The 
live stock trade seems to be going from 
bad to worse. Cattle exports have fallen 
from £6,000,000 to £4,600,000, sheep from 
£405,000 to £280,000, and pigs. from 
£663,000 ‘to £213,000. The bacon and 
butter trades present equally gloomy 
pictures. As compared with the first five 
months of last year, onr imports of hacon 
havé risen. from £700,265 to £978,264; 
while exports have fallen from £1,137,000 
to £1,075,000, thus bringing our bacon “im: 
ports within £100,000 of our exports. 
Our butter imports for the same period 
have increased from £526,000 to £636,700, 
but our exports here again have fallen 
from £424,500 to £367,400. There has 
been a slight increase in the egg trade— 
from £1,561,541 to £1,630,576—which, un- 
fortunately, is overshadowed entirely by a 
remarkable drop in exports of. poultry 
from £355,904 to £154,941. 

Irish farm produce is being ousted 
steadily from the British market. T6-day 
the Free State is buying more butter 
than it sells, and is importing nearly 
£1,000,000 worth of bacon every five 
months. Denmark is leaving Ireland far 
behind in the race for Britain’s trade. 
Before the war Ireland's sale of poultry 
products in the British market . exceeded 
that of Denmark by more than fifty per 
cent, ; now it actually is less.

In pre-war days 
Britain’s chief sources of eggs were Russia, 
Ireland and Denmark, from which she got 
10,500,000 hundreds, 6,500,000 hundreds, 
and 4,000,000 hundreds respectively. Now 
Russia is out of the arena, and, while Ire- 
land’s share still is 6,500,000 hundreds—in 
the ratio between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland of 44:2—Denmark’s 
contribution has risen to 6,700,000 
hundreds. The same movement is found 
in virtually every branch of agricultural 
industry. Denmark is concentrating on the 
British market and has encroached even 
on our mative preserves, where Danish 
butter commands, a higher price and is in 
greater demand than our own produce. 
So far as the egg trade is concerned, there 
has been an improvement since the passing 
into law of Mr. P. J, Hogan’s Agricul- 
tural Produce (Eggs) Act, which imposes 
very strict conditions on the export’ of

Britain and France. 


Yesterday M. Briand, the French 
Foreign Minister, arrived in London. On 
the discussions which he is to hold with 
the British Minister for Foreign Affairs 
hang the fortunes of the world. At all 
times the vital centre of European peace 
is the Franco-German frontier. That it 
should cease’ for ever to be a theme of 
dispute is as much to the interests of; 
Britain as of France, and the statesman- 
ship of the West devised a pact which 
sought to pledge the nations concerned to 
the defence of the present line. France, 
however, hedged about her acceptance of 
the pact with conditions distasteful to Ger- 
many; for she sought to bind Germany 
to'a final acceptance of the position: in 
Eastern Europe brought about by French 
policy.  Germany’s refusal of these 
strictures seemed to end the chances of the 
pact’s acceptance, and thus efforts to 
bring about Western cohesion fell to the 
ground. To-day Europe is virtually in 
the same state as when the Holy Alliance 
dissolved and Canning observed that 
henceforward it was ' each for himself 
and the devil take the hindmost.’’ The 
time has passed, however, when the Great 
Powers could afford an _ unrestricted 
rivalry. None of them has money enough 
to build competitive armaments. Social 
unrest imperils the stability of all. A 
war with the new weapons would involve 
every combatant in such immense and 
hideous loss that victory would be as 
disastrous as defeat. The proposed pact, 
therefore, must be amended until it 
becomes acceptable to all parties, con- 
cerned, or some fresh plan must be framed. 
Europe must not drift. ' Mr. Chamberlain 
and M. Briand must find means to avert 
that conflict of policy between the Western 
Powers which could not end save in the 
overthrow of our. civilisation. To-day 
France and Britain are victors and the 
strongest of the European nations, yet 
each is beset with difficulties and dangers. 
The French Colonial. Empire has been 
assailed at.a time when France lacks men, 
money and spirit for a fresh war. French | 
reverses may involve British colonies and 
protectorates in similar uprisings. Britain 
and France, therefore, have common 
interests; they cannot quarrel without 
suffering..cOmmon disaster. Since the 
Great War French policy in many phases 
has run far beyond British desires: “The 
Ruhr was occupied in Britain’s ‘despite, 
and France. found. money - to ener 
alliances in* Eastern Europe when she 
could not find funds with which to pay 
her debts. To-day she seeks a relief from 
her obligations to Britain which Britain 
does not ‘seek from her obligations to 
America. Her financial depression and 
her colonial embarrassments should give | 
poue to her mistaken tactics. She should 
set aside an expensive militarism arid 
accommodate her attitude to the temperate 
policy preferred by Britain. Europe is 
too small an area to endure a fresh war 
between great Powers, and so long as the 
nations of Europe are absorbed in a 
perilous rivalry their interests overseas 
must be laid open to the designs of 
Russian Bolshevism and resurgent Islam. 
It will be a happy day for the world ‘if 
M. Briand shows France now to be in 
accord with Britain's sober recommenda- 
tions and 1seady to promote co-operation 
rather than rivalry among the Powers of 
the West.in

Toll ot the Sea. 


Every year the summer sea continues 
to claim its victims from the gay crowd 
of holiday-makers. On Saturday last 
eighteen boys were caught in a rising tide 
and were drowned in deep water near 
Boulogne. Last Thursday three visitors 
to the Isle of Wight were drowned in a 
sailing accident; two men met their 
deaths when bathing in Cornwall and 
another when bathing near Aberystwith. 
Ireland is, on the whole, fortunate in the 
matter of bathing and sailing facilities, 
and Dublin and its environs are especially 
well-favoured. It is doubtful, for 
instance, whether any other city in the 
world can boast two such safe bathing 
places as Merrion Strand and the Velvet 
Strand, Portmarnock, and our local .yacht- 
ing and sailing clubs report singularly 
few accidents.. That our coasts are not 
entirely immune from danger, however, 
was shown last Saturday when two men 
who had gone for A row off Seapoint were 
rescued. only in the nick of time. The

Even 
when full allowance has been made for the 
difficulties caused by the war, the delay 
in establishing. the libraries seems to 
require explanation. These libraries. are 
needed; and it is the duty of the Council 
to see that they are built. In both areas 
there is a large reading public to be con- 
sidered, and in the interests of education 
it is essential that full*facilities shall be 
afforded to them.

Bolivia, the centenary of whose independence 


strange to say, the anniversary of the birth of 
O'Connell 150 years ago, was efficjently sided 
in her ‘str st Spahish = ia by 
men of Irish birth and antecedents. Ee 

Devereux, the most trusted of Bolivar's 
colleagues, was a° Wexford man. As a mere 
youth, he had fought. with conspicuous 
eames in ‘the Irish insurrection of 1798, and 
turned the fortunes of the day in the battle 
of New Ross. Seeking & home in South 
America, he threw himself heart and soul into 
the fight for the liberation of the Spanish 
colonies from the tyranny of’ their mother 
country, and became a bosom ‘friend of Bolivar 
and a.general.of the insurgent forces. In 1 
General Devereux revisited his native land to 
enlist military aid for Bolivar, and was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm in this City of 
Dublin. O'Connell in a public letter ‘ad- 
dressed him. The wording of the letter is, 
perhaps, of a style too stately and high-flown 
to suit modern taste, but the document, now 
forgotten, is of value as evidence of the love 
of O'Connell for universal liberty and his 
passionate desire that Ireland should not only 
secure her own liberty, but help other nations 
in a similar achievement. The part taken by 
Ireland in the fight of the Spanish colonies 
for freedom is almost forgotten, and, so far as 
I am aware, no reference whatever has been 
made in the various notices of the career of 
Bolivar to the powerful factor which the Irish 
South American Legion proved to be in that 
memorable contest. 

O'Connell 's letter is as follows :— 

To General Bolivar. 
= Dublin, Ireland. 
18th April, 1820. 

ILLUSTRIOU& Sir,—A etranger and unknown. 
I take the liberty of addressing you. I am 
encouraged {0 dv so by my respect for your 
high character, and by my attachment to 
that sacred cause which your talents, valour, 
and virtue have ty sustained—the 
cause of liberty and national independence. 

Hitherto I have been able to bestow only 
good wishes upon that noble cause. But now 
Í have a son (Morgan O'Connell) able. to 
wield a sword in its defence, and I send him, 
ilastrious Sir, to admire and profit by your 
example, and, I trast, under your ordere and 
auspices, to contribute his humble, but 
vealous, exertions. for the success of the arms 
of the youthful. but already renowned, Re- 
public of Columbia. 

The delusions of paternal affection may 
well cause me to appreciate beyond their 
value the services which are now offered to 
you, But even I may be permitted to say 
that those services are disinterested and pure, 
and that they originate in sentiments of 
which you could not bet approve, because 
they are congenial to those which have 
actuated your high ard a ys soul in all 
your exertions and sacrifice for the independ- 
ence of your native land. 

To such sentiments of love of liberty are 
shperadded two other powerful motives. The 
first is, that I feel I owe to the cause of 
liberty to give you the best proof in my 
power of the devotion with which your fame 
and character are admired and cherished in 
remote regions, The second is, that my son 
may be enabled to form one link in that 
kindly chain which will, I hope, long bind 
in Mmatnal affection the free people of 
Columbig and the gallant, . but unhappy, 
natives of Ireland. 

Actuated by these views, my son tenders 

lo you his services. Deign to accept them 
iú the spirit in which they are offered. He 
accompanies io your shores my gallant and 
honourable friend, General. D’Evereux, under 
whom he will always be proud to serve. 
That you, illustrious bir, will imitate the 
virtues of Washington—may, like him, liye to 
see the enemies of your country confounded 
aad Sn and to enjoy the heartfelt grati- 
cation al.

Mr. Morgan O'Connell, Daniel O’Connell’s 
second son, was one of the officers who pur- 
chased a commission in the Irish - South 
American.

The Times of the. day. thus commented on 
the ignominious failure of the Government 
in its attempt to panish O'Connell for his 
roferences to the career of Bolivar in its 
application to Ireland. 

“Tf,”’ wrote The Times, , “O'Connell. be 
seditious for expressing his hope that should 
Ireland be driven mad_by persecution, she 
may find a patriot to iver her, then we 
are his followers in sedition, for we have the 
same specific hope for Ireland if she be pe - 
secuted—for England if she be op 
for all mankind in every region of the world 
and in every age of the remotest posterity. 
It is the natural prayer of all. Englishmen 
that oppression, when it does exist, may be 
opposed and punished. So far as politics 
went, it was religion of our forefathers.

The decree of importance attached to 
the visit of M. Briand, who arrived in 
London to-night, is indicated by the 

resénce in town of the whole Cabinet ; 
for Ministers who had arranged to take 
their holidays immediately on the adjourn- 
ment of Parliament have postponed their 
departure. The first conterence between 
Mr. Aiisten Chamberlain and. the French 
Premier, who is his own Foreign Secretary, 
will be concerned mainly with an amplifi- 
cation of the French view of the projected 
pact. =i the visit of M. Briand results in 
an agreement between Britain and France 
as to the terms of the reply to the German 
Note, it will be as much as can be ex- 
pected. Many conferences will be neces- 
fary before the pact can come into opera- 
tion. When ‘the British, French and 
Belgian views have been brought into line 
Germany must be consulted. For the 
resent the conversations are confined to 
Britain and France, but it is expected that 
M. Vandervelde, the Belgian . Foreign 
Minister, or his principal secretary, . 
Rolin, will shortly be here for a discussion 
with Mr. Chamberlain. 


The King and Queen. 


The King and Queen, who returned to 
Buckingham Palace from Portsmouth this 
afternoon, have clearly benefited by their 
stay at Cowes; and all trace of the recent 
illness of His-Majesty have disappeared. 
Their Majestses probably will leave London 
on Saturday, when the King will spend 
a little time shooting and the Queen wil! 
pay one or two visits. At the end of next 
week both will journey to Balmoral, where 
the Court will remain until after the 
return to this country of the Prince of 
Wales early in October. 

Official Economies. 

It has not taken long for the significance 
of. Mr. Churchill’s speech on the closing 
day of the session to permeate Whitehall, 
where it has created as much stir as did 
the Geddes recommendations or Mr. Lloyd 
George's trenchant economy directions 
during the later days of his administra- 
tion. The official mind recognises that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer is a force 
to deal with, and that, having reached a 
conclusion, he will see it through to an 
end. Hence arises the apprehension that 
is pervading nearly all the public depart- 
ments. Whitehall has preached rather 
than practised economy. A few savings 
here and there have been effected as face- 
savers, but there has been no big cutting 
down such as the needs of the country 
demand. Mr. Churchill intends to prune 
rigorousdy all round, and, if things do not 
move quickly, to lend a hand personally 
in the process. 


Legacies of War. 


Possibly the working hours of the Civil 
Service will be extended, and the annual 
leave now enjoyed wee placed officials 

reduced. e difficulty will be to 
deal with. the large number of “tem- 
poraries’’ who remain a legacy of the 
war. Many are being absorbed into the 
Civil Service as the result of competitive 
ination—some with the prospect of 
pension and others without. hat to do 
with the residue presents the trouble. A 
large vroportion are ex-Service men, and 
all have done their work loyally and well. 
To dismiss them in the present state of 
the la»our market would be inhuman. 
Very nearly as much as they cost the 
country now would be expended in finding 
them State relief. It is suggested that 
these, too, should be absorbed permanently 
into Government service by strictly limit- 
ing for a few years the number of junior 
entrants.

The Silk Duties.
